ZAIDEE MABEL BROWN 
By June Richardson Donnelly 


Zaidee Brown’s life and career spanned 
the continent several times, which may be 
why her sympathies know no barriers of 
space or race. 

She was born in New York State where 
the Rev. Edmund Woodward Brown, her 
father, then had a charge in Burdett. Her 
mother was Mary Day (Coit) and theirs was 
an artistic, book-loving family of high ideals. 
Later, in their California home, Palo Alto, 
Leland Stanford Jr. University was impor- 
tant in their lives. Zaidee received there in 
1898 her A.B., Phi Beta Kappa, and taught 
from 1898 to 1901, first as principal of a 
private school in Palo Alto, then in the 
Central High School, Pueblo, Colorado; but 
in 1901 she entered the New York State Li- 
brary school. We others worked fairly hard, 
but she also assisted Mrs. Fairchild, and 
acted as librarian in St. Agnes School, where 
she lived. 

It was an interesting class, the men ‘well 


known public and college librarians today, 
while the women gave teachers to several 
major library schools. Miss Brown taught 
during summers at Columbia and Simmons, 
and as a lecturer in several schools, her 
varied experience furnishing concrete prac- 
tical suggestions, discarding red tape but 
not principles. 

Her major service began as classifier and 
cataloguer, later assistant librarian, under 
Miss Louisa M. Hooper, in the Brookline, 
Massachusetts, Public Library from 1903-98. 
It was my good fortune to live with her in 
1905-08 and again in 1913-14. 

From 1908-14 she was absorbed in the 
commission type of library service, two years 
as a library organizer in the Extension divi- 
sion of the New York State Education De- 
partment, then four as agent of the Massa- 
chusetts Free Library Commission, as it 
then was. In 1912-13 Miss Brown acted as 
Secretary-Treasurer of the League of Li- 
brary Commissions. 

Fundamentally the purpose in both New 
York and Massachusetts was to develop li- 
brary service in the smaller communities 
with the help of state aid. New York re- 
quired some standards of libraries seeking 
aid, and by supplementing the library’s book 
funds for purchases of approved titles did 
much to improve the quality of book selec- 
tion. Massachusetts had no such induce- 
ments, but acceded eagerly to requests from 
libraries for professional advice and actual 
technical aid. The agent therefore had to 
win the confidence of the towns and be able 
to establish happy human relations with 
trustees and library workers to be permitted 
to give help. 

In those days the Massachusetts agent 
did not rate an official auto, so Zaidee would 
start, a heavy case of library material in one 
hand, a small personal one in the other, and 
perhaps weeks later return with vivid 
descriptions of her experiences: scenery, 
people, professional incidents lived before. us. 
There was constant variety. Once a grand 
limousine wafted her to the summer home 
in the Berkshires of a noted diplomat to be 
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entertained during the work at the local 
library. In a then remote part of the Cape 
where the population was mainly Indians 
and negroes she arrived during a “bee” 
everybody working on the Town Hall, the 
women cooking a big dinner. 

Typical was the picture of public-spirited 
volunteers giving invaluable help under 
skilled leaders, often winding up with a 
housewarming display to the townspeople of 
what had been accomplished. 

Increasingly Miss Brown believed in‘ care- 
fully chosen, annotated book lists to suit 
specific needs. In 1910 she compiled the 
Buying list for small libraries, published by 
the New York State Library. From 1922-28 
bibliographic and editorial tasks occupied 
her full time, working at the H. W. Wilson 
Company. She edited the first Edition, 1926, 
and first Supplement, 1928, of their Standard 
Catalog of Books for high school libraries. 
Another useful item was her Library Key, 
1928, whose 6th edition she revised this 
year. The useful appendix “Short cuts to 
information” in the 5th and 6th editions 
was issued in 1943 as a separate for a popular 
guide to many printed aids. Her charming 
Lantern Lists lighted many a reading road 
to individuals. 

Before the Wilson stage was a trek back 
to California as librarian of the Long Beach 
Public Library, 1914-22. That beautiful, 
expanding city, its “climate,” attractive li- 
brary building and great opportunities 
seemed an idyllic setting when I visited her 
there. One unusual element was Long Beach 
in that period had three forms of munici- 
pal government; the elected mayor and 
council, commission government, city mana- 
ger, each with different relations to library 
administration. 

In 1928, Miss Brown entered upon her 
longest stretch with one institution on becom- 
ing librarian of New Jersey State Teachers’ 
College, Montclair. Since her recent retire- 
ment she is enjoying a busy leisure in her apart- 
ment, 951 Woodycrest Avenue, NewYork.

Africa, for centuries an unknown and unprobed land and inspiration for barbaric romance, was violently 
subjected in the Victorian era to exploration, enterprise, and exploitation. Earlier in the era, Great Britain, 
followed gradually by other countries, had freed all slaves in its colonies. Ashanti, the West African colony 
which was once the greatest slave market in the world, was now given over to more civilized commerce. At the 
time of Stanley’s expedition in 1869 to find the missionary-explorer Livingstone, lost somewhere in the “Dark 
Continent,”’ only small portions of Africa were under the flags of Europe. Then, led by France and England, 
in search of material goods and markets, the powers of Europe y Semin. on the continent. The French aim 
was to secure possessions on the northwestern coast (Algeria, Morocco) and on the western coast (Dahomey, 
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Senegal, French Guinea, Ivory Coast), and link these with central African Sudan in a massive inland empire. 
England, inspired by Cecil Rhodes, worked for continuous possessions through the length of the continent from 
the south to the north, from the Cape through Anglo-Egyptian Sudan to Cairo. Not infrequently in this drive 
for empire the British were hard beset, as in the famous defense of Khartum, capital of the Anglo Egyptian 


Sudan, by the British under General ‘“‘Chinese” Gordon against the Sudanese warriors.

E. SOUTH AFRICA 


British South Africa extends from the Cape of Good 
Hope to Lake Tanganyika and occupies all of the 
southern end of Africa. It comprises the richest gold 
district in the world, with the principal mines at 
Johannesburg, and the world’s greatest diamond 
developments, with the most productive mines at 
Kimberley. For the possession of this rich and vast 
territory, inhabited chiefly by the black-skinned 
Kaffirs, the British and the Boers, settlers of Dutch 
descent, were the leading rivals. Inspirational to the 
British was the work of Cecil Rhodes, colonial ad- 
ministrator and — builder, who planned zeal- 
ously to make “Africa British from the Cape to 
Cairo.” Through Rhodes’ efforts the British were 
able in 1884 to annex Bechuanaland; and, after 
various wars and risings, to seize Rhodesia from the 
Matabeles in 1893. Zululand, famed for its fierce 
warriors, had been conquered by the British in 1887; 
later it was annexed to the province of Natal. Jeal- 
ously the British eyed the two Boer republics: the

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Orange Free State where diamonds had been dis- 
covered in 1867, and the Transvaal where gold had 
been discovered in 1886. Dissension between the 
Dutch settlers who had trekked there in 1836 and the 
foreigners or uttlanders, aang | British, who had 
flocked in on the discovery of gold, soon became 
bitter. As premier of the Cape Colony from 1890 to 
1896, Cecil Rhodes came to realize that English 
expansion must be at the expense of the Dutch. The 
Jameson Raid, an armed uprising by the British 
against the Boers in the Transvaal, was the fruit of 
this realization. Finally, in 1899, war was declared 
between the British government and the two Boer 
republics. After the arrival of Lord Roberts in Janu- 
ary 1900 and the relieving of besieged Mafeking and 
Ladysmith, the war coasted to a conclusion in 1902. 
The Union of South Africa, the dream of Cecil Rhodes, 
comprising the four provinces — Cape of Good Hope, 
Orange Free State, Transvaal, and Natal — was 
established in 1910.

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Theses in America 


BIBLIOGRAPHIES OF THESES IN AMERICA *

Thus far there have been only four European bib- 
liographies of doctoral dissertations,! three of long stand- 
ing and one recent one, which list, respectively, the theses 
of all the universities of France,? Germany,* Switzerland,‘ 
and the Netherlands.’ However, an increasing contin- 
ental interest in this important aspect of bibliography 
is evidenced by the publication of theses lists limited to 
special fields of specific universities. American bib- 
liographers, becoming increasingly aware of the rich 
material available for consultation in dissertations, 
have been publishing similar limited lists of theses for 
American universities, and have produced two com- 
posite lists embracing the dissertations of a large number 
of universities. 

The first of the composite bibliographies in America 
was published by the Library of Congress for the year 
1912 ° “‘to fill the need long felt for a publication cor- 
responding in a general way to works of a similar scope 
published abroad” (p.7). This list is prefaced by a 
short explanation of the method and arrangement by 
the editor, Charles A. Flagg, who tells us that “con- 
siderable thought has been given to the matter of form 
or arrangement of this list, and that adopted is the one 
which seems likely to be useful to the largest number”’ 
(p.9). Accordingly, we find, first, an alphabetical list 
of all the theses; second, classified lists arranged under 
the broad headings of the Library of Congress scheme; 
third, a subject index; and fourth, a list of doctors ar- 
ranged by university. This quadruple arrangement has 
been very successful in this and all succeeding issues of 
the bibliography. The lists have always been prepared 
by a representative of the catalogue division of the 
Library of Congress: Mr. Flagg compiled the printed 
list for 1912; Miss Stephens prepared those from 1913 
through 1916; Miss Jacobs, the lists for 1917 and 1918; 
Miss MacNair, those from 1919 through 1934; and Miss 
MacNair with her collaborator, Miss Karr, the last four, 
1935 through 1938. 

The Library of Congress lists have played a very im- 
portant role in calling attention to this neglected biblio- 
graphic field. However, they included only printed dis- 
sertations or excerpts which had appeared in print as 
either separate publications or articles in scholarly 
journals, and were limited to those which had been ac- 
quired and catalogued by the Library of Congress. 
Since the majority of American universities have no 
publication requirement for the granting of the doc- 
torate, it is apparent that the lists, though helpful, were 
inadequate. They were probably more complete for the 
natural sciences than for the humanities. 

A few statistics will show the increasing amount of 
dissertation material published in America and the 
effectiveness of the Library of Congress lists in calling it 
to our attention. The first published list, for 1912, con- 
tained 261 entries from 25 American universities. The 
last volume,’ for 1938, shows 1013 entries and has a 
supplementary list of 241 entries. It was based on the 
reports from 47 American universities. 

The second major contribution to bibliography of 
thesis literature in America, Doctoral Dissertations Ac- 
cepted by American Universities, was first published for 
the academic year 1933-34.* Its initiator and editor of 
the first six volumes (1933 /34—1938 /39) of the series was 
Donald B. Gilchrist. Upon his death in 1939, he was 
succeeded by Edward A. Henry, Librarian of the Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati, who has edited the lists from 
volume seven (1939 /40) to the present time. 

The introduction by Gilchrist in the first number gives 
a detailed history of doctoral dissertation lists in America. 
We are informed that there has been no complete Ameri- 


can list covering all fields of research except for one 
single year, 1921-1922. He compares his bibliography 
in form to the National Research Council Series; the 
scope of the latter, however, is limited to the sciences, 
as he points out, whereas his lists include theses in all 
fields of study. Subsequent issues of the DAU follow 
essentially, but with slight variations and revisions, the 
form and arrangement of the first. For example, there 
is always a pertinent introduction comprising com- 
ments and statistics; an alphabetical subject index; in- 
formation and a table on the publication and preserva- 
tion of American doctoral dissertations; the list of dis- 
sertations ————. arranged by university in seven 
specific fields: philosophy, religion, physical sciences, 
earth sciences, biological sciences, social sciences, and 
literature and art; a list of universities periodically ab- 
stracting dissertations; comparative tables as to distribu- 
tion of doctorates over a period of years; a table of the 
distribution of doctorates by university and subject for 
the particular annual list; and an alphabetical author 
index. Under the editorship of E. A. Henry, the intro- 
duction and tabular material have been revised, and 
several changes and additions have been made in the 
body of the book. Especially helpful is the inclusion, in 
the last few issues, of the paging in a number of type- 
script dissertations. To preclude any misunderstanding 
as to the scope of the bibliography, the last numbers 
inform us that the lists include doctoral dissertations of 
a research nature, in science, theology, law, and educa- 
tion, but that more than ninety per cent are theses sub- 
mitted for the degree of Doctor of Philosophy. 

The first nine issues * of the DAU series have found a 
secure niche on the American library reference shelf, a 
memento of the vision of the founder and his successor, 
of the cooperation of the Association of Research Li- 
braries, and of the assistance of the National Research 
Council and the American Council of Learned Societies, 
both of which helped launch the first three numbers until 
the project had become self-supporting. 

The probable reason for the suspension of the Library 
of Congress lists after 1938 was the greater scope of the 
DAU. Let me call attention to some of the advantages 
and disadvantages of both bibliographies. First, whereas 
the Library of Conapun lists gave information regarding 
only those dissertations which had been printed, either 
in part or in full, the DAU gives all the dissertations 
accepted for the annual school year. For exampk, for 
the year 1938, the former gives the titles of 1013 printed 
dissertations; the latter lists 2768 titles of accepted dis- 
sertations — almost three times as many. Furthermore, 
the Library of Congress list for that year had included 
47 universities; the DAU was based on reports from 87 
institutions. In the Library of Congress compilations, 
the title of a printed dissertation, in the majority of 
cases, did not appear earlier than two years after its 
acceptance date; for example, the list published in 1940 
comprised those theses which had been accepted in 1938 
and had been subsequently printed. The inclusion of 
an accepted dissertation in the DAU has occurred regu- 
larly in the fall of the same school year. The Library of 
Congress often listed titles of printed excerpts of a thesis 
without indicating that they were not the original thesis 
titles. The DAU reports the complete title as accepted 
by the university for the degree. However, in many 
cases the subtitle has not been included; it would be 
helpful always to have it given. In only one respect is 
the Library of Congress bibliography superior to that of 
the DAU —jin information regarding printing. The 
DAU gives such information only about the dissertations 
of those very few universities which require the printing

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of accepted theses, since these data are available at the 
time of publication of the lists. It would be useful to 
have five- or ten-year supplements giving complete 
information about the theses which have been printed, 
in part or in full, in the intervening years. 


Perhaps it is unfair to ask more of the DAU lists. 
However, the following suggestions are offered as means 
for possible improvement of an already excellent refer- 
ence book. There are about twenty-five items on each 
page of the bibliography, arran alphabetically under 
about ten universities. It is difficult to find readily the 
author of any one of these by referring to the author 
index at the end of the volume, which gives us only the 
reference page. Would it not be feasible to number each 
item consecutively for a specific index reference, a gen- 
erally accepted system which would facilitate using the 
book and add very little, if at all, to the printing costs. 
Second, the DAU is published for the school year, e.g., 
1933-34, rather than for the calendar year. There is no 
attempt made to differentiate between a 1933 and a 
1934 dissertation. This indefiniteness could be avoided 
by using some characteristic symbol to distinguish be- 
tween the theses of both years. My next suggestion has, 
in part, already been taken up by Mr. Henry. I refer 
to the pagination of typescript dissertations, which did 
not occur in the earlier volumes. In the 1940-41 issue, 
this has been supplied for about 400 out of the approxi- 
mately 1700 unpublished theses. It is to be hoped that 
future listings will record pagination for all the items. 
Lastly, neither the Library of Congress lists nor the 
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DAU have concerned themselves with masters’ theses, 
When we recall that these theses rarely appear in print, 
and that they contain material of a research nature — 
even though sometimes elementary — as well as statis. 
tical, bibliographic, and biographical data, it «is clear 
that this bibliographical aspect of thesis literature merits 
attention. Many universities have published separate 
lists of masters’ theses either in special fields or for the 
university as a whole. Most research workers include 
masters’ theses when such lists are available, and would 
— certainly welcome a complete, annual compilation 
of them.
